NEW YORK (AP) — New 

York City's Grand Central 
Terminal will celebrate its 
100th birthday with a brass 
band, a “Sex and the City" 
star and an appearance 
by Caroline Kennedy, 
whose mother Jacqueline 


Kennedy Onassis spear¬ 
headed efforts to save the 
landmark from demolition 
in the 1970s.The cathedral¬ 
like terminal with its vaulted 
ceiling depicting the con¬ 
stellations is one of Amer¬ 
ica’s most popular tourist 


destinations and one of 
New York City’s most rec¬ 
ognizable buildings. Count¬ 
less movies and TV shows 
have been filmed there 
including “North by North¬ 
west,” ’’The Cotton Club" 
and “Gossip Girl.” 


But Grand Central was in 
danger of being demol¬ 
ished until Onassis and oth¬ 
er preservationists spurred 
New York City to designate 
it a landmark. The fight to 
save Grand Central went 
all the way to the U.S. Su¬ 


preme Court, which ruled 
in 1978 that cities have 
the right to protect historic 
buildings, even if that limits 
the owner's ability to devel¬ 
op or sell the property.

US seeks how to 
engage Chinese 
on cyberattacks

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration is 
considering more assertive 
action against Beijing to 
combat a persistent cyber¬ 
espionage campaign it 
believes Chinese hackers 
are waging against U.S. 
companies and govern¬ 
ment agencies. 

As The New York Times 
and Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported Thursday that their 
computer systems had 
been infiltrated by China- 
based hackers, cyber¬ 
security experts said the 
U.S. government is eyeing 
more pointed diplomatic 
and trade measures. 

Two former U.S. officials 
said the administration is 
preparing a new Nation¬ 
al Intelligence Estimate 
that, when complete, is 
expected to detail the 
cyberthreat, particularly 
from China, as a growing 
economic problem. One 
official said it also will cite 
more directly a role by the 
Chinese government in 
such espionage. 

The official said the NIE, an 
assessment prepared by 
the National Intelligence 
Council, will underscore 
the administration's con¬ 
cerns about the threat, 
and will put greater weight 
on plans for more aggres¬ 
sive action against the Chi¬ 
nese government. The offi¬ 
cial was nof authorized to 
discuss the classified report 
and spoke only on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

Although the administra¬ 
tion hasn’t yet decided 
what steps it may take, ac¬ 
tions could include threats 
to cancel certain visas or 
put major purchases of 
Chinese goods through 
national security reviews. 
“The U.S. government has 
started to look seriously at 
more assertive measures 
and begun to engage the 
Chinese on senior levels,” 
said James Lewis, a cy¬ 
bersecurity expert at the 
Center for Strategic and 
International Studies. “They 
realize that this is a major 
problem in the bilateral 
relationship that threatens 
to destabilize U.S. relations 
with China.” □

Extension of debt limit clears congress hurdle

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
on Thursday sent President 
Barack Obama legislation 
suspending the govern¬ 
ment’s statutory borrow¬ 
ing limit until May, accept¬ 
ing a House Republican 
demand that Senate 
Democrats produce a 
budget plan this spring in 
exchange for a debt limit 
reprieve that included no 
spending cuts. 

The 64-34 vote ended for 
now a showdown that had 
threatened the full faith 
and credit of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment. The Treasury De¬ 
partment has been shuf¬ 
fling federal accounts for a 
month to make sure it could 
pay interest to its creditors 
even after the govern¬ 
ment officially breached 
its borrowing limit. By mid- 
February, the Obama ad¬ 
ministration warned, the 
Treasury would have ex¬ 
hausted such “extraordi¬ 
nary measures” and would 
have been forced to de¬ 
fault for the first time. 


The deal “sets an impor¬ 
tant precedent," said Sen. 
Harry Reid of Nevada, the 
majority leader, “that the 
full faith and credit of the 
United States will no longer 
be used as a pawn to ex¬ 
tract painful cuts to Medi¬ 
care, Social Security or 
other initiatives that benefit 
the middle class. 

A clean debt ceiling in¬ 
crease that allows the Unit¬ 
ed States to meet its exist¬ 
ing obligations should be 
the standard.” 

The legislation, written by 
House Republican lead¬ 
ers, passed the House last 
week 285-144, with most 
Republicans voting for it. In 
the Senate, most Republi¬ 
cans - and Sen. Joe Man- 
chin III, D-W.Va. - voted no. 
Reid’s hope for an end to 
such showdowns on the 
debt ceiling may prove to 
be too optimistic. The next 
budget fight will come 
March 1, when across- 
the-board military and 
domestic spending cuts 
totaling $1 trillion over 10 
years would begin to go 
into force. House Republi¬ 


cans say they would enter¬ 
tain proposals to shift those 
cuts to other programs but 
will not back down on the 
spending reduction. 


On March 27, the current 
stopgap law financing 
the government will ex¬ 
pire, raising the specter of 
a government shutdown. 


Then on May 18, the debt 
ceiling issue will come back 
into force unless a broader 
deficit reduction deal can 
be reached before then. □

Tense negotiations continue with Alabama captor

MIDLAND CITY, Ala. (AP) 

— Speaking into a 4-inch- 
wide ventilation pipe, 
hostage negotiators tried 
Thursday to talk a man into 
releasing a kindergartener 
and ending a standoff in 
an underground bunker 
that stretched into its third 
day. 

The man identified by 
multiple neighbors and 
witnesses as 65-year-old 
retired truck driver Jimmy 
Lee Dykes was accused 
of pulling the boy from a 
school bus on Tuesday and 
killing the driver. The pair 
was holed up in a small 
room on his property that 
authorities compared to 
tornado shelters common 
in the area. 

James Arrington, police 
chief of the neighboring 
town of Pinckard, said the 
shelter was about 4 feet 
underground, with about 


6-by-8 feet of floor space 
and a PVC pipe that ne¬ 
gotiators were speaking 
through. 

There were signs that the 
standoff could continue 


for some time: A state leg¬ 
islator said the shelter has 
electricity, food and TV. 
The police chief said the 
captor has been sleeping 
and told negotiators that 


he has spent long periods 
in the shelter before. 

“He will have to give up 
sooner or later because 
(authorities) are not leav¬ 
ing,” Arrington said. “It’s 
pretty small, but he’s been 
known to stay in there eight 
days."Midland City Mayor 
Virgil Skipper said he has 
been briefed by law en¬ 
forcement and visited with 
the boy’s parents. 

“He's crying for his par¬ 
ents," he said. “They are 
holding up good. They are 
praying and asking all of us 
to pray with them." 

The normally quiet red 
clay road was teeming 
Thursday with more than 
a dozen police cars and 
trucks, a fire truck, a heli¬ 
copter, officers from mul¬ 
tiple agencies, media and 
at least one ambulance 
near Midland City, popula¬ 
tion 2,300. 

Dykes was known around 
the neighborhood as a 


menacing figure who 
neighbors said once beat 
a dog to death with a lead 
pipe, threatened to shoot 
children for setting foot on 
his property and patrolled 
his yard at night with a 
flashlight and a firearm. 

The chief confirmed that 
Dykes held anti-govern¬ 
ment views, as described 
by multiple neighbors: 
“He's against the gov¬ 
ernment — starting with 
Obama on down." 

“He doesn't like law en¬ 
forcement or the govern¬ 
ment telling him what to 
do,” he said. “He’s just a 
loner.” 

Authorities say the gunman 
boarded a stopped school 
bus Tuesday afternoon 
and demanded two boys 
between 6 and 8 years 
old. When the driver tried 
to block his way, the gun¬ 
man shot him several times 
and took a 5-year-old boy 
off the bus.Q

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Police: Teen shot by fellow student at Ga. school

ATLANTA (AP) — A student 
opened fire at his middle 
school Thursday afternoon, 
wounding a 14-year-old in 
the neck before an armed 
officer working at the 
school was able to get the 
gun away, police said. 
Multiple shots were fired 
in the courtyard of Price 
Middle School just south 
of downtown around 1:50 
p.m. and the one boy was 
hit, Atlanta Police Chief 
George Turner said. In the 
aftermath, a teacher re¬ 
ceived minor cuts, he said. 
The wounded boy was tak¬ 
en “alert, conscious and 
breathing” to Grady Me¬ 
morial Hospital, said police 
spokesman Carlos Cam¬ 
pos. He was expected to 
be released Thursday night. 
Police swarmed the school 
of about 400 students af¬ 
ter reports of the shooting 
while a crowd of anxious 
parents gathered in the 
streets, awaiting word on 
their children. Students 
were kept at the locked- 
down school for more than 
two hours before being dis¬ 
missed. 

Investigators believe the 
shooting was not random 
and that something oc¬ 


curred between the two 
students that may have led 
to it. 

Schools Superintendent Er- 
roll Davis said the school 
does have metal detec¬ 
tors.

Da¬ 
vis asked about the gun.

— The pressure to change 
the way homosexuality is 
addressed in U.S. evangeli¬ 
cal churches is increasing 
as mainstream support 
for gay and lesbian issues 
increases. The support is 
especially strong among 
young adults, and re¬ 
searchers say they don’t 
expect this group to be¬ 
come more conservative 
on the issue as they get 
older. 

In a 2011 survey by the non¬ 
profit Public Religion Re¬ 
search Institute, 62 percent 
of adults between 18 and 
29 years old said they sup¬ 
ported gay marriage, and 
71 percent supported civil 
unions. Among adults 65 
and older, those numbers 
were 31 percent in favor of 
marriage and 51 percent 


for civil unions. 

Asked about the percep¬ 
tion that “religious groups 
are alienating young peo¬ 
ple by being too judgmen¬ 


tal about gay and lesbian 
issues,” 69 percent of the 
younger group agreed 
with the statement. 

The Rev. Robert Jeffress 


has responded by chang¬ 
ing the way he talks about 
homosexuality from the 
pulpit. 

The Baptist pastor of a 
11,000-member Dallas 
church hasn’t stopped 
preaching that homosex¬ 
ual sex is sinful, but he no 
longer singles it out for spe¬ 
cial condemnation. Now, 
Jeffress says, he usually 
talks about homosexuality 
within “a bigger context 
of God’s plan for sex be¬ 
tween one man and one 
woman in a lifetime rela¬ 
tionship called marriage." 
“It would be the height of 
hypocrisy to condemn ho¬ 
mosexuality and not adul¬ 
tery or unbiblical divorce,” 
he said, explaining that the 
Bible allows divorce only in 
cases of adultery or deser¬ 
tion. He also includes pre¬ 
marital sex on that list. 
Another recent poll by the 
Pew Forum on Religion 
and Public Life found that 
nearly 20 percent of adult 
Americans now describe 
themselves as unaffiliated 
with any specific religion, 
and the problem for evan¬ 
gelical churches is appar¬ 
ent. “Evangelicals have 
been sobered by stud¬ 
ies that show people are 
dropping out of church in 
droves," said Bill Leonard, 
dean of Wake Forest Uni¬ 
versity’s Divinity School. 
That has affected how 
they relate to marginalized 
people, including gays 
and lesbians.” As it be¬ 
comes safer for gays and 
lesbians to come out of the 
closet, it becomes increas¬ 
ingly more likely that evan¬ 
gelicals know gays and les¬ 
bians personally, research¬ 


ers say. 

“Over the last five to 10 
years, evangelicals have 
been faced with the issue 
even more poignantly as 
their sons and daughters 
come out of the closet," 
Leonard said. “... It has be¬ 
come more difficult to dis¬ 
miss ‘those people.'" 

Justin Lee, founder of the 
Gay Christian Network, is 
one of those children. 

Like most evangelicals, 
Lee grew up believing that 
the Bible was to be taken 
pretty much at face value, 
but in wrestling with the re¬ 
alization that he was gay, 
he has found a more nu- 
anced way to read Scrip¬ 
ture. Now he works to foster 
understanding of gays and 
lesbians within evangelical 
institutions. 

“I do hear from church 
leaders and pastors, who 
say, ‘I already know where 
I stand, but how can I be 
more loving and gracious 
to the gay community 
without compromising my 
convictions?”' Lee said. 
Jeffress, who has gay and 
lesbian members in his 
church, tries to be compas¬ 
sionate and understand¬ 
ing. He said he is open to 
the possibility that sexual 
orientation has a genetic 
basis that cannot be cured 
or prayed away. 

“I think we were too quick 
to dismiss the possibility of 
a genetic predisposition," 
Jeffress said. 

But that hasn’t altered his 
belief the Bible teaches 
that acting on homo¬ 
sexual desire is sinful, and 
he feels it is his responsibil¬ 
ity to talk about it with his 
congregation.Q

For Darleen Evans, it was 
sheer terror as the manu¬ 
facturing plant where she 
worked collapsed around 
her and her colleagues. 
She and two other women 
rushed into a bathroom 
stall, she holding one under 
each arm as she prayed, a 
tornado roaring overhead. 
She tearfully recalled their 
survival as nothing short of 
a miracle: “If it wasn’t for 
God, this company and 
these people wouldn’t be 
here.” On two occasions, 
tornadoes have ripped 
through the Daiki Corp. 
steel manufacturing plant 
that employs more than 90 
people in this small com¬ 
munity. Both times, every¬ 
one inside escaped serious 
injury. The sprawling facility 
won’t be reopening any¬ 
time soon after the storm 
that hit Wednesday, how¬ 
ever: Most of it has been 
reduced to a pile of rubble, 
little more than mangled 
beams and twisted steel. 
The first time, in 2002, a tor¬ 
nado tossed the roof into 
the parking lot. Ventilation 
fans, ductwork and wiring 
were torn away. 

Several media outlets aired 


dramatic video Wednes¬ 
day showing a massive fun¬ 
nel cloud roaring through 
Adairsville, a town of about 
4,600 some 60 miles north¬ 
west of Atlanta. 

Three people died be¬ 
cause of the massive storm 
system that marched 
across the U.S. — torna¬ 
does killed one each in 
Tennessee and Georgia, 
while floodwaters killed a 
third in Maryland. While 
most came away with their 
lives, many lost their homes 
and were left with little else 
a day later. 

Tens of thousands were 
without power at the 
storm’s peak as a cold 
front sent what had been 
unseasonably high tem¬ 
peratures plummeting to 
near-freezing depths. Dan¬ 
gerous wind blanketed 
the nation’s midsection, 
with subzero temperatures 
and wind chills recorded 
in the Dakotas. In Detroit, 
icy roads were blamed for 
a massive chain reaction 
wreck involving about 30 
vehicles on Interstate 75. 
At least three people died 
there, and another pileup 
involving more than 40 
vehicles near Indianapolis 
closed a stretch of Inter¬ 
state 70 in both directions.

Others closely watched 
rivers swollen by torrential 
rains, and officials opened 
flood gates to ease pres¬ 
sure on dams in Maryland.

24 in Florida. That was 220 
days ago as of Tuesday. 
Winter tornadoes are not

— While backpacking in 
Europe and Asia, Wijbe 
Abma was moved by sto¬ 
ries of human tragedy in 
Syria, torn by a civil war 
that has left people queu¬ 
ing for hours in the cold 
for basic goods like bread 
and fuel. 

He is only one person, yet 
Abma decided he need¬ 
ed to do what he could 
to help the millions of Syr¬ 
ians displaced by nearly 
two years of fighting be¬ 
tween government forces 
and rebels trying to topple 
President Bashar Assad’s 
regime. More than 60,000 
people have been killed. 
The 21-year-old Dutch stu¬ 
dent has raised more than 
$17,000 to buy warm blan¬ 


kets for the refugees, deliv¬ 
ering the aid through local 
activists and rebel groups. 
Earlier this month, he trav¬ 
eled to help distribute them 
to Syrian families living in 
temporary camps where 
the temperature drops be¬ 
low freezing at night. 

“They needed blankets 
and many other things in 
this camp,” Abma said, 
standing in a make-shift 
camp that is home to thou¬ 
sands of displaced people 
near the Bab al-Salameh 
crossing on Syria's border 
with Turkey. “So I thought 
maybe I can buy like a 
hundred blankets to bring 
to this camp." 

Most international aid al¬ 
located for Syria’s crisis has 
gone to the 700,000 people 
who have sought refuge in 
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neighboring countries. 

An emergency U.N. appeal 
to raise $1.5 billion for Syria 


exceeded its goal at an in¬ 
ternational aid conference 
in Kuwait on Wednesday, 
though Jordan’s king said 
the refugees his country 
have taken in have pushed 
his nation’s resources to 


the brink. 

“We are sending a mes¬ 
sage to Syrians: You are 


not alone,” U.N. Secre¬ 
tary-General Ban Ki-moon 
said, describing Syria as 
caught in a “death spiral” 
and calling the conditions 
for many civilians a “living 
hell.” 


International aid groups 
have found it difficult to 
deliver aid inside Syria. In 
government-controlled ar¬ 
eas, it must work through 
agencies linked to the 
Assad regime and rebel- 
held areas often lack the 
means to help distribute 
aid. At the same time, 
working anywhere in Syria, 
subjects aid workers to risk. 
“Last time I was in Aleppo, 
it was pretty continuous 
shelling,” Abma said, re¬ 
ferring to Syria’s largest 
city that has been torn 
apart by months of fight¬ 
ing. “One time (bullets 
were) very close, with the 
whistling sound and every¬ 
thing." 

Abma, who is doing a 
bachelor’s degree in hu¬ 
man geography focusing 
on international aid and 
development, bought the 
first 100 blankets with $800 
he earned working as a 
postman in The Nether¬ 
lands and tutoring English 
in South Korea. Now he 
collects donations though 
a website, which raised 
him enough money to buy 
500 more blankets to take

Iran says it will speed 
up nuclear production

VIENNA (AP) — In a defiant 
move ahead of nuclear 
talks, Iran has announced 
plans to vastly increase its 
pace of uranium enrich¬ 
ment, which can make 
both reactor fuel and the 
fissile core of warheads. 
Eager to avoid scuttling 
those negotiations, world 
powers are keeping their 
response low-key. 

Iran told the International 
Atomic Energy Agency of 
its intentions last week, and 
the IAEA informed member 
nations in an internal note 
seen by The Associated 
Press on Thursday. 

The brief note quoted Iran 
as saying new-generation 
IR2m “centrifuge machines 
...will be used” to populate 
a new “unit" — a technical 
term for an assembly that 
can consist of as many as 
3,132 centrifuges. 

It gave no timeframe. A se¬ 
nior diplomat familiar with 
the issue said work had 
not started, adding that it 
would take weeks, if not 
months, to have the new 


machines running once 
technicians started putting 
them in. 

He demanded anonymity 
because he was not au¬ 
thorized to divulge confi¬ 
dential information. 

Mark Fitzpatrick, a non¬ 
proliferation expert and 
former senior official at 
the U.S. State Department, 
described the planned 
upgrade as a potential 
“game-changer.” 

“If thousands of the more 
efficient machines are in¬ 
troduced, the timeline for 
being able to produce a 
weapon’s worth of fissile 
material will significantly 
shorten,” said Fitzpatrick, of 
the International Institute 
for Strategic Studies. 

“This won't change the sev¬ 
eral months it would take 
to make actual weapons 
out of the fissile material or 
the two years or more that 
it would take to be able to 
mount a nuclear warhead 
on a missile, so there is no 
need to start beating the 
war drums,” he said. 

“But it will certainly esca¬ 
late concerns.”□

Explosion at Pemex headquarters, workers injured 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — An 

explosion at the main 
headquarters of Mexico’s 
state-owned oil company 
in the capital Thursday left 
at least several workers in¬ 
jured, blew out windows 
and damaged the build¬ 
ing, the company said. 
Local media reported that 
at least one person had 
died and that about 40 
were injured. 

Petroleos Mexicanos, or 
Pemex, said workers have 
been evacuated from the 
building. A reporter at the 
scene saw rescue workers 
trying to free several work¬ 
ers trapped. Television im¬ 


ages showed people be¬ 
ing evacuated on office 
chairs, and gurneys. Most 
of them showed injuries 
likely caused by falling de¬ 
bris. 

Pemex said in a Tweet 
that several workers were 
injured in the blast but no 
one answered at its offices. 
In an earlier Tweef, the 
company said it had evac¬ 
uated the building be¬ 
cause of problems with the 
electricity in its administra¬ 
tive skyscraper.

Chavez ally travels to see ailing leader 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— The president of Vene¬ 
zuela’s National Assembly 
traveled to Cuba on Thurs¬ 
day to visit President Hugo 
Chavez, who is recovering 
on the island more than 
seven weeks after under¬ 
going cancer surgery. 

The trip by National Assem¬ 
bly President Diosdado Ca- 
bello was announced on 
television by Vice President 
Nicolas Maduro. 

“He should be landing in 
Havana already, taking a 
message of ours, taking a 
group of subjects to keep 
consulting (with Chavez) 
on various issues relat¬ 
ing to the country’s politi¬ 
cal, social development,” 


Maduro said. He said that 
among those matters was 
the development of a co¬ 
alition of pro-Chavez par¬ 
ties. Chavez hasn’t ap¬ 
peared or spoken publicly 
since before his Dec. 11 
operation for an unspeci¬ 
fied type of pelvic cancer. 
The government provid¬ 
ed its latest update on 
Chavez’s health on Satur¬ 
day, saying he had over¬ 
come a severe respiratory 
infection and was begin¬ 
ning additional medical 
treatment. Venezuelan 
Information Minister Er¬ 
nesto Villegas said when 
he gave that update that 
it remained unclear how 
soon Chavez could return 


home from Cuba. 

He said Chavez had started 
“systemic medical treat¬ 
ment for the fundamental 
illness."Medical experts say 
that could refer to a new 
round of chemotherapy 
or other drug treatments, 
depending on the type of 
cancer Chavez has. 

The Venezuelan leader has 
undergone repeated sur¬ 
geries, chemotherapy and 
radiation treatment since 
June 2011. The 58-year-old 
president won re-election 
in October, and lawmakers 
indefinitely put off his Jan. 
10 inauguration in a deci¬ 
sion that was condemned 
by opponents but upheld 
by the Supreme Court. Q

Rudy Gay heads to Toronto in Grizzlies’ makeover

Rudy Gay is on his way to 
Toronto in the latest and 
most dramatic move in the 
Memphis Grizzlies' money- 
motivated makeover. 

The Grizzlies agreed to 
trade their star swingman 
to the Raptors on Wednes¬ 
day, parting with the lead¬ 
ing scorer on a team that 
has aspirations of making a 
run in the powerful Western 
Conference. 

The Raptors gave up point 
guard Jose Calderon and 
forward Ed Davis in the deal 
that also included Grizzlies 
backup center Homed 
Haddadi, and Memphis 
then shipped Calderon to 
Detroit for Austin Daye and 
Tayshaun Prince. 

“Players like this don’t come 
along that often in terms of 
their availability,” Raptors 
GM Bryan Colangelo said 
of Gay. “This was a very 
unique circumstance. We 
feel like we took advan¬ 
tage of it.” 

Memphis general manager 
Chris Wallace didn’t men¬ 
tion finances in a state¬ 
ment issued Wednesday 
night, but there is no doubt 
they played a big role in 


the decision. 

“We are excited to add 
three players who bring 
with them a tremendous 
amount of value to our 
team and have achieved 
incredible success on the 
pro, college and Olympic 
levels,” Wallace said in a 
statement Wednesday 
night. “In these players, 
we welcome NBA Cham¬ 
pion and Olympic gold 
medalist Tayshaun Prince, 
as well as up-and-coming 
athletic forwards Ed Davis, 
who won a college title at 
North Carolina, and Austin 
Daye.” 


The moves surprised many 
around the league, includ¬ 
ing Calderon and Prince. 
“It's been my home for 
eight years,” Calderon said 
in Atlanta, shortly before 
leaving the arena. “I've 
done everything possible 
for this team. It’s tough. The 
fans have been with me 
since Day 1. It’s tough.” 
Prince and Daye have 
both spent their entire 
careers with Detroit, and 
Prince was the last link to 
the proud championship 
team of 2003-04. 

“Trading a player like Tay¬ 
shaun Prince, who has 


meant so much to our orga¬ 
nization and contributed to 
our championship success, 
is never easy,” Pistons presi¬ 
dent Joe Dumars said in a 
statement. “We want to 
thank Tayshaun for his pro¬ 
fessionalism and contribu¬ 
tions over the last 10 years. 
We also appreciate every¬ 
thing that Austin Daye has 
done for our team both on 
and off the court over the 
past three-plus years.” 

Gay, averaging 17.2 points 
and 5.9 rebounds, signed a 
five-year, $82 million maxi¬ 
mum contract in July 2010 
with Memphis. The 6-foot-8 
small forward is due $16.5 
million this season with 
$37 million more over the 
next two years. That’s a 
big number for new owner 
Robert Pera, who took over 
the franchise last Novem¬ 
ber and has quickly started 
addressing the team's sal¬ 
ary situation. 

Just over a week ago, the 
Grizzlies sent valuable re¬ 
serve Marreese Speights 
and two other players to 
Cleveland in a move that 
cleared $6.4 million in sal¬ 
ary and avoided a $4 mil¬ 
lion luxury tax hit this sea¬ 
son. Team officials said 


that move put the Grizzlies 
in position not to have to 
make a move this season. 
The Raptors do run the risk 
of upsetting the chemistry 
on a tight-knit group, even 
if there were some ques¬ 
tions of how Gay's scoring 
fit in with the ball-dominant 
frontcourt of Gasol and 
Randolph. But there may 
be more deals like this one 
coming in the new NBA 
economy. 

The collective bargaining 
agreement negotiated 
after last year's lockout 
makes the penalties for 
exceeding the salary cap 
far more punitive, and the 
system begins in earnest 
next season. Playing in a

A foot to go, it was in the 
center, and even as it’s 
approaching the hole, I 
couldn’t envision which 
side of the hole it could 
possibly miss on, and it end¬ 
ed up somehow just dying 
off at the end, catching 
the lip. 

At that speed, to lip out as 


much as it did is very rare. 
“I’m excited to shoot 60, 
but to see that last putt lip 
out the way it did and not 
go in, it's crushing because 
you don’t get that chance 
very often to shoot 59.” 

His caddie, Jim Mackay, 
fell to his knees and stayed 
there several seconds. 

“He could not have hit a 
better putt,” Mackay said. 
Playing partners Jason 


Dufner and Rickie Fowler 
thought it was going in, 
too. 

Mickelson settled for an 
11-under 60, matching the 
tournament record he al¬ 
ready shared with Grant 
Waite and Mark Calcavec- 
chia. 

“Well, 60 is awesome,” 
Mickelson said. “Last time 
I shot 60 here in ‘05, I bird- 
ied like the last three or 


four holes just to do that, 
and I was ecstatic, and 
I’m ecstatic to shoot 60. 
But there’s a big difference 
between 60 and 59. Not 
that big between 60 and 
61, there really isn’t. But 
there’s a big barrier, a Ber¬ 
lin Wall barrier, between 59 
and 60." 

In perfect conditions on 
the course softened by 
weekend rain, Mickelson 


birdied the first four holes 
and reached 8 under with 
another four-birdie run 
capped by a 20-footer on 
the par-4 first — his 10th 
hole of the round. He add¬ 
ed birdies on par-5 third 
and par-3 fourth. 

The former Arizona State 
star struggled in his first two 
events this year and also 
caused a sensation by say¬ 
ing new federal and state 
tax rates kept him from be¬ 
ing part of the San Diego 
Padres' ownership group 
and might cause him to 
move away from Califor¬ 
nia.

DENVER (AP) — Caleb 
Moore was a Texas kid 
drawn to the snow, re¬ 
hearsing complicated 
tricks on a snowmobile into 
a foam pit back home un¬ 
til they became second 
nature and ready for the 
mountains. 

With his younger brother 
following along and con¬ 
stantly pushing him, Moore 
became a rising talent in 
actionsports. 

The innovative freestyle 
snowmobile rider, who 
was hurt in a crash at the 
Winter X Games in Colo¬ 
rado, died Thursday morn¬ 
ing. He was 25. Moore had

Study: 

Antibiotics can save malnourished children

Two studies of malnour¬ 
ished children offer the first 
new scientific findings in a 
decade about the causes 
and treatment of severe 
malnutrition, which afflicts 
more than 20 million chil¬ 
dren around the world and 
contributes to the deaths 
of more than 1 million a 
year. Merely giving children 
a cheap antibiotic along 
with the usual nutritional 
treatment could save tens 
of thousands of lives a year, 
researchers found. 

The studies, in Malawi, led 
by scientists from Washing¬ 
ton University in St. Louis, 
reveal that severe malnu¬ 
trition often involves more 
than a lack of food. 

The antibiotic study found 


that a week of the medi¬ 
cine raised survival and re¬ 
covery rates whengiven at 
the start of a longer course 
of a “therapeutic food” 
made from peanut butter 
fortified with milk powder, 
oil, sugar and micronutri¬ 
ents. Malnourished children 
are prone to infections, 
and the drugs - amoxicillin 
or cefdinir - were so helpful 
that researchers said medi¬ 
cal practice should include 
an antibiotic in routine 
treatment of severe malnu¬ 
trition. 

“This is ready for prime 
time,” said Dr. Indi Tre- 
han, the first author of the 
study, which was published 
Wednesday in The New 
England Journal of Medi¬ 
cine. The senior author is Dr. 
Mark J. Manary, an expert 


on malnutrition and one of 
the pioneers in using the 
fortified peanut butter. 
Because of the results, the 
World Health Organization 
expects to recommend 
broader use of antibiotics 
innew guidelines on treat¬ 
ing malnutrition that are to 
be issued next month, said 
Zita Weise Prinzo, a techni¬ 
cal officer in the organiza¬ 
tion’s nutrition department. 
The second study shows, for 
the first time, that an imbal¬ 
ance in bacterial popula¬ 
tions in the gut may con¬ 
tribute to a severe form of 
malnutrition called kwashi¬ 
orkor. 

And it found that the forti¬ 
fied peanut butter could 
help restore the proper bal¬ 
ance. But the senior author 
of the study.

Gordon, said that for the 
improvement to last, it may 
be necessary to continue 
the feeding for longer than 
the few months that is now 
customary.

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Shell Q4 earnings rise on refining turnaround

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Royal 
Dutch Shell PLC said Thurs¬ 
day it plans to continue 
investing aggressively in 
new projects in the com¬ 
ing years, as it sees a bright 
future for the oil and gas 
industry despite economic 
uncertainties around the 
world. 

Overall, Europe’s largest 
oil company was bullish 
as it reported an increase 
in fourth-quarter earnings: 
it said global energy de¬ 
mand is rising due to pop¬ 
ulation increases and im¬ 
proving standards of living 
in developing countries. 
Chief Executive Peter Vos- 
er said in a video message 
published on YouTube that 
at this point “we are more 
constrained by limits on 
capital (funding) than by 
limits on opportunities." 
Voser's bullish statement 
came even though the 
company announced a 
below-expectations 2.6 
percent increase in net 
profit to $6.67 billion fourth 
quarter net profit. 

In addition, Shell said it will 
hike its dividend in 2013 to 
$0.45 per share, a 4.7 in¬ 
crease from the year be¬ 
fore. Though some ana¬ 
lysts have argued Shell 
has room to raise its divi¬ 
dend more, Voser claimed 
Shell's dividend is already 
“the largest in our sector.” 
“As our cash flow momen-

Anheuser’s bid 
for Modelo hit 
with US lawsuit

The Justice Department 
sued Thursday to block An¬ 
heuser-Busch InBev's pro¬ 
posed $20.1 billion deal to 
buy control of Grupo Mod¬ 
elo of Mexico, arguing that 
the merger would signifi¬ 
cantly reduce competition 
in the U.S. beer market. 

The deal, announced last 
summer, would add Co¬ 
rona Extra to the com¬ 
pany’s formidable stable 
of brands, including Bud- 
weiser and Stella Artois. 

But the Justice Department 
said in its lawsuit, filed in 
U.S. District Court in Wash¬ 
ington, that allowing the 
merger to proceed would 
reduce competition in the 
beer industry across the 
country as a whole and in 
26 metropolitan areas in 
particular. The combined 
company would control 
about 46 percent of an¬ 
nual U.S. sales, the govern¬ 
ment said, far outpacing 
Anheuser-Busch InBev's 
closest competitor, Miller- 
Coors. “If ABI fully owned 
and controlled Modelo, ABI 
would be able to increase 
beer prices to American 
consumers,” William J. 
Baer, head of the Justice 
Department’s antitrust di¬ 
vision, said in a statement. 
“This lawsuit seeks to pre¬ 
vent ABI from eliminating 
Modelo as an important 
competitive force in the 
beer industry.” The deal is 
the biggest to be opposed 
by the Justice Department 
since 2011, when it sued to 
block AT&T’s proposed $39 
billion takeover of T-Mobile 
USA. The government's 
move is the first significant 
effort to halt widespread 
consolidation in the beer 
industry in some time. 
Anheuser-Busch InBev it¬ 
self was the product of a 
blockbuster merger be¬ 
tween two of the world’s 
biggest brewers, and one 
of MillerCoors’ parents is 
the acquisitive SABMiller. 
In its complaint, the Justice 
Department said Modelo 
had served as a low-price 
counterbalance to its 
larger competitors, resist¬ 
ing the price increases that 
Anheuser-Busch InBev has 
promoted regularly.Q

Small business 
hiring edged up 
January in US 

NEW YORK (AP) — Small 
businesses nudged up their 
hiring during January for 
a second straight month, 
according to a survey re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

The survey by the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business showed that the 
average payroll per com¬ 
pany rose by 0.09 workers 
after rising by 0.03 workers 
in December. The lobbying 
group questioned 2,033 of 
its members for the survey. 
The majority of owners sur¬ 
veyed — 80 percent — said 
they made no changes in 
their employment levels in 
recent months. Eleven per¬ 
cent said they had added 
workers and 9 percent said 
they had cut their payrolls. 
NFIB Chief Economist Wil¬ 
liam Dunkelberg said that 
the slight improvement, 
which brought hiring levels 
back to where they stood 
in April 2012, was a good 
sign but that owners re¬ 
main cautious. 

Although Congress agreed 
to lock in tax rates for 2013 
at the start of the year, 
there are still many un¬ 
certainties for small busi¬ 
ness including the possibil¬ 
ity of federal budget cuts. 
Dunkelberg noted that 
the government's report 
Wednesday that the econ¬ 
omy shrank at an annual 
rate of 0.1 percent in the 
fourth quarter was likely to 
be discouraging for busi¬ 
ness owners.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

logged its best start to the 
year in almost two de¬ 
cades. 

Stocks rallied in the first 
week of the year after U.S. 
lawmakers reached a deal 
to avoid the “fiscal cliff,” 
and fhen pushed higher 
toward record levels as op¬ 
timism abouf the housing 
market recovery grew. De¬ 
cent company earnings for 
the fourth quarter and an 
improving job market also 
helped lift markets. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average ended the month 
up 5.8 percent, its stron¬ 
gest January since 1994, 
according to S&P Capi¬ 
tal IQ data. The Standard 
& Poor's 500 finished the 
month 5 percent higher, its 
best start to the year since 
1997. 

“There's not a whole lot of 
bears left here,” said Jeff 
Hirsch, the editor of the 
Stock Trader's Almanac, 
adding that the market 
may struggle to gain further 
in February. 

Stocks have also ben¬ 
efited as investors have 
put money into equities in 
January. By one measure, 
the monthly flow into stock 
funds was the largest in 
nine years. 

About $51 billion in net de¬ 
posits was moved into stock 
funds and so-called hybrid 
funds, which invest in a mix 
of stocks and bonds, con¬ 
sultant Strategic Insight said 
Thursday. That's the most 


since $56 billion flowed in 
during January 2004. 

On Thursday, stocks drifted 
lower as investors digested 
more earnings results and 
reports on the economy. 
The Dow Jones industri¬ 
al average fell 49 points 
to 13,860.58. The S&P 
500 dropped 4 points to 
1,498.11 and the Nas¬ 
daq composite was little 
changed at 3,142.13. 


The Dow is just 304 points 
from its all-time high. 
Among companies report¬ 
ing earnings Thursday, UPS 
Inc., the world’s biggest 
package-delivery com¬ 
pany and an economic 
bellwether, fell 2.4 percent 
to $79.29. The company's 
fourth quarter was hurt by 
weak global trade, and it 
forecast 2013 results below 
expectations. 

January’s rally started to 


slow Wednesday after a 
report showed that the 
economy unexpectedly 
contracted in the fourth 
quarter of last year. 

Stocks have gained against 
a backdrop of low borrow¬ 
ing costs and a slow, but 
steady, economic recov¬ 
ery. However, the market 
may struggle to build on 
those gains in the immedi¬ 
ate future as traders and 


investors turn their attention 
back to Washington, said 
Ernie Cecilia, chief invest¬ 
ment officer af Bryn Mawr 
Trust. 

The budget deal struck at 
the start of the year dealt 
with taxes, but across-the- 
board spending cuts were 
pushed back from Jan. 1 
to March 1. While a show¬ 
down over the nation’s 
borrowing limits appears 
to have been put off, law¬ 


makers have yef to agree 
on how best to reduce gov¬ 
ernment spending. Those 
negotiations could be pro¬ 
tracted and increase stock 
market volatility, said Ceci¬ 
lia. 

More government reports 
Thursday also gave inves¬ 
tors a better picture of fhe 
health of the economy. 

The number of Americans 
seeking unemployment aid 
rose sharply last week but 
remained at a level consis¬ 
tent with moderate hiring. 
Investors will look tor further 
clues about the strength 
of the jobs market Friday, 
when the closely followed 
monthly nonfarm payrolls 
report is published. 

Among other stocks mak¬ 
ing big moves: 

— Under Armour gained 
$2.74, or 5.7 percent, to 
$50.87, after the company 
said its fourth-quarter earn¬ 
ings jumped 10 percent 
and the clothing company 
predicted revenue growth 
of at least 20 percent in 
each of the next two years. 

— CononcoPhillips fell 
$3.09, or 5.1 percent, to $58 
after the oil company said 
earnings fell as prices for oil 
and natural gas declined. 
The Houston-based com¬ 
pany also said 2013 pro¬ 
duction would decline. 

— JDS Uniphase added 
$2.11, or 17 percent, to 
$14.51 after the technol¬ 
ogy company reported 
stronger-than-expected 
earnings on improved rev¬ 
enue and margins late 
WednesdayO

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Sacrificial skull mound in Mexico puzzles experts

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Ar¬ 
chaeologists say they have 
turned up about 150 skulls 
of human sacrifice victims 
in a field in central Mexico, 
one of the first times that 
such a large accumulation 
of severed heads has been 
found outside of a major 
pyramid or temple com¬ 
plex in Mexico. 

Experts are puzzled by the 
unexpected find of such 
a large number of skulls 
at what appears to have 
been a small, unremark¬ 
able shrine. The heads 
were carefully deposited 
in rows or in small mounds, 
mostly facing east toward 
the rising sun, sometime 
between 660 and 860 A.D., 
a period when the nearby 
city-state of Teotihuacan 
had already declined but 
the Aztec empire, founded 
in 1325, was still centuries in 
the future. 

Georgia State University 
archaeologist Christopher 
Morehart, who found the 
skulls last year in Xaltocan, 
a farming village just north 
of Mexico City, said that 
between 150 and 200 adult 
skulls or their equivalent in 
bone parts have been ex¬ 
cavated so far from fields 
that stand on a former lake 
bed. 

Experts weren’t expect¬ 
ing to find anything of this 
kind in the flat, undistin¬ 
guished pasture land and 
corn fields. The site is near, 
but not immediately adja¬ 


cent to, Teotihuacan, one 
of the biggest pre-Hispanic 
cities. It reached its height 
between 100 B.C. and A.D. 
750 and was abandoned 
by the time the Aztecs ar¬ 
rived in the area in the 
1300s. 

Morehart was conducting 
a study of ancient agri¬ 
cultural patterns and hu¬ 
man landscape uses in the 
northern part of the Mex¬ 
ico Valley in 2007, when 
during a walking survey of 
the site he started notic¬ 
ing looters’ pits that had 
turned up human bones. 


A subsequent season of 
excavations in 2012 turned 
up dozens more skulls. The 
results of the 2007 dig were 
just published in the aca¬ 
demic journal Latin Ameri¬ 
can Antiquity. 

While the Teotihuacan cul¬ 
ture and the Aztecs were 
known to practice human 
sacrifice, and remains of 
hundreds of victims have 
been found in their pyra¬ 
mids or other large struc¬ 
tures, the Xaltocan mound 
“is like a bump in the land¬ 
scape that you could really 
easily walk over and not 
know you're standing on 
it,” Morehart said. 

“The interesting question is, 
why are we seeing this kind 
of sacrificial act that we 
often associate with some¬ 
thing like Teotihuacan or a 
big center. Why do we see 
this ... in a place that’s not 
associated with these cit¬ 
ies?” 

Physical anthropologist Ab¬ 
igail Meza Penaloza of the 
Institute of Anthropology at 
Mexico’s National Univer¬ 
sity said her team was still 
cleaning and assembling 
the skulls, but have a con¬ 
firmed count of about 130 
skulls so far, all of which ap¬ 
pear to be of adult males. 
Meza Penaloza said it was 
the first find of its kind, both 
because of the location

— a small, artificial mound 
built in the middle of an 
agricultural field — and 
the kind of decapitations 
carried out there. She said 
mass sacrifices had been 
documented at temple in¬ 
augurations of temple clos¬ 
ings, but not in the middle 
of fields. 

She said it was also unusual 
in that the skulls appear to 
come from a varied popu¬ 
lation, including people 
who practiced cranial de¬ 
formation and others who 
did not, as opposed to 
more homogenous groups 
of sacrifice victims found in 
the past. 

The skulls were also found 
with a shorter length of 
vertebrae attached to the 
skulls than is the case of 
other such finds, suggesting 
the decapitation cut was 
made closer to the base of 
the skull. 

Still other strange details 
emerged: Morehart said 
some of the skulls were 
found with finger bones in¬ 
serted into the eye sockets. 
“It was common enough 
that it was intentionally 
placed there in the eye 
socket,” Morehart said, 
though the ritual signifi¬ 
cance of that remains un¬ 
clear. 

Arizona State University Dr. 
Michael E. Smith, who was 


not involved in the project, 
said “this is certainly an im¬ 
pressive and very puzzling 
find," adding, “I am not 
aware of any other finds of 
mass burials or mass sacri¬ 
fices outside of major set¬ 
tlements.” 

The key to the place¬ 
ment might be the natural 
springs that provided fresh, 
clean water in an area 
dominated by shallow, 
brackish lakes. The springs 
existed for centuries until 
they were covered and 
tapped by pipes around 
the 1950s. The ancient in¬ 
habitants of Xaltocan ap¬ 
parently used those springs 
to water lakebed farm 
plots. Carvings associated 
with the water-god Tlaloc 
and corn and chile plants 
were found at the excava¬ 
tion site, suggesting it may 
have been an agricultural 
shrine. 

There were also indications 
that the site remained a 
ceremonial spot for centu¬ 
ries after the human sacri¬ 
fices ended, and perhaps 
is still used for that purpose. 
Morehart said researchers 
found a plastic bag con¬ 
taining a black candle, an 
egg, and paper streamers 
wrapped around photo¬ 
graphs of people at the 
site, what one local worker 
suggested was a form of 
witchcraft. 

“They were attracted to 
this spot for some reason, 
and even in the colonial 
period people came back 
and did rituals there, even 
after the Spanish came,” 
Morehart noted. “The spot 
has been integrated into 
something religiously signifi¬ 
cant across several centu¬ 
ries. It's amazing." 

Smith said it is possible that, 
as archaeologists start ex¬ 
cavating more ancient 
farm sites, they might dis¬ 
cover more evidence of 
large-scale rural sacrifices. 
“Very few rural areas or ru¬ 
ral shrines have ever been 
located, so it is hard to say 
that this site represents an 
unusual find. It certainly is 
unusual for being the first 
such feature excavated 
by archaeologists, but it is 
possible that such shrines 
were more common in an¬ 
cient times; we simply have 
no idea. ”□

Tony Scott’s agents seek 
$1M in unpaid fees

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Underdog ‘Argo’ continues on charmed Oscar path

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Some 
years. Academy Awards 
voters just want to feel right 
about themselves, their in¬ 
dustry, their country. And 
maybe honor one of their 
own who hasn't always 
shared in the love of his 
peers. 

That could explain why Ben 
Affleck’s “Argo” has gone 
from best-picture longshot 
to Oscar favorite over such 
competitors as Steven 
Spielberg's stately but talky 
Civil War portrait “Lincoln” 
or Kathryn Bigelow's bril¬ 
liant yet contentious CIA 
thriller “Zero Dark Thirty.” 
“Argo" is a feel-good thrill 
ride that’s patriotic enough 
to warrant a good “USA! 
USA!” chant as the credits 
roll. It’s all about how Hol¬ 
lywood helped save some 
lives. And a best-picture 
win could be viewed as 
righting a wrong after Af¬ 
fleck inexplicably missed 
out on a best-director 
nomination. 

“There's a surge to em¬ 
brace Ben Affleck in the 
aftermath of his Oscar 
snub. It seems like such 
an outrage that his film is 
benefiting from it as a re¬ 
sult,” said Tom O’Neil, who 
runs the awards website 
GoldDerby.com. “It really 
is a pro-'Argo' movement 
more than it is a kind of 
shrug off of 'Lincoln' or a 
disparagement of ‘Zero 
Dark Thirty.' Hollywood is 
rallying around one of their 
wounded own.” 

“Argo” is one of three true- 
life best-picture nominees 
steeped in different eras 
of U.S. history. Spielberg's 


“Lincoln,” which leads the 
Oscars with 12 nominations 
and looked like the front¬ 
runner until “Argo” began 
winning top honors at oth¬ 
er awards shows, is a tow¬ 
ering study of Abraham 
Lincoln as he maneuvers to 
end the war and pass the 
13th Amendment abolish¬ 
ing slavery. “Argo” tells of 
a little-known victory amid 
an otherwise enervating 
chapter in American for¬ 
eign affairs during the Iran 
hostage crisis. Bigelow’s 
“Zero Dark Thirty” is a dark 
story of this last dark de¬ 
cade as the CIA builds 
leads that result in the 
Navy SEALs raid that killed 
Osama bin Laden. 

In their way, all three are 
stories of American tri¬ 
umph, but told with wildly 
divergent tones. “Lincoln" 
is a saga of hope amid 


national tragedy, meticu¬ 
lously researched but a 
little emotionally remote 
because of its attention 
to Washington deal-mak¬ 
ing, 1860s-style. “Zero Dark 
Thirty” is a bleak tale of un¬ 
certain patriotism, also me¬ 
ticulously researched but 
at times more than a little 
emotionally repugnant be¬ 
cause of the questionable 
means it depicts in a righ¬ 
teous cause. 

“Argo” is the one that turns 
triumph into an end-zone 
dance. Affleck has taken 
knocks in the past over his 
acting, but in only his third 
film as director, he shows 
complete mastery of pop¬ 
ulist movie-making. He 
gives viewers great drama, 
great laughs, agonizing 
tension and an exultant fi¬ 
nale, all while playing loose 
with the facts in a way au¬ 


diences can forgive in the 
name of a terrific piece 
of entertainment. “When 
you look at the small group 
of movies that are really in 
contention to win, ‘Argo’ is 
the most exciting choice in 
two ways,” said Dave Karg- 
er, chief correspondent for 
movie-ticket seller Fandan- 
go.com. “It’s the most ex¬ 
citing of the movies, and it 
would be the most exciting 
winner because of its now 
underdog feeling that it 
has by not getting that di¬ 
recting nomination. ‘Argo’ 
is managing that near-im¬ 
possible thing. It's winning 
everything, yet it still feels 
like the underdog.” 

Much like the story Affleck 
tells. As Iranian militants 
stormed the U.S. embassy, 
where they held 52 people 
hostage for 444 days, six 
Americans escaped and 


took refuge with Canadi¬ 
an diplomats. CIA rescue 
specialist Tony Mendez, 
played by Affleck, orga¬ 
nized a daring plot to get 
them out disguised as crew 
members of a fake sci-fi 
movie scouting locations 
in Iran. 

Their unlikely escape by 
an outrageous scheme is 
a ray-of-sunshine footnote 
in the hostage story, a side 
story obscure enough that 
filmmakers could tweak it 
for all it’s worth in a way 
that would never work with 
such well-known narratives 
as Lincoln's final days or 
the bin Laden raid. 

That white-knuckle takeoff 
at the Tehran airport, with 
Iranian assault teams rac¬ 
ing behind the jet down 
the runway? Never hap¬ 
pened. In Mendez’s book 
“Argo: How the CIA and 
Hollywood Pulled Off the 
Most Audacious Rescue in 
History,” the six Americans' 
passage through the Teh¬ 
ran airport and onto the 
plane was uneventful. The 
takeoff and two-hour flight 
out of Iranian airspace is 
told in just four sentences. 
Much like the escape, 
“Argo” is Hollywood au¬ 
dacity at its best, taking 
the gist of a true story and 
dressing it up into a fun 
night out. Meantime, the 
makers of “Lincoln” and 
“Zero Dark Thirty" may 
have tried to be too gen¬ 
uine. Based partly on his¬ 
torian Doris Kearns Good¬ 
win's “Team of Rivals: The 
Political Genius of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln,” Spielberg’s 
film is enormously enter¬ 
taining yet professorial at 
times.O

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Republicans have a problem. For 
years they could shout down any 
attempt to point out the extent to 
which their policies favored the 
elite over the poor and the mid¬ 
dle class; all they had to do was 
yell “Class warfare!” and Demo¬ 
crats scurried away. In the 2012 
election, however, that didn’t 
work: The picture of the GOP as 
the party of sneering plutocrats 
stuck, even as Democrats be¬ 
came more openly populist than 
they have been in decades. 

As a result, prominent Republi¬ 
cans have begun acknowledg¬ 
ing that their party needs to im¬ 
prove its image. But here’s the 
thing: Their proposals for a make¬ 
over all involve changing the 
sales pitch rather than the prod¬ 
uct. When it comes to substance, 
the GOP is more committed than 
ever to policies that take from 
most Americans and give to a 
wealthy handful. 

Consider, as a case in point, how 
a widely reported recent speech 
by Bobby Jindal the governor of 
Louisiana, compares with his ac¬ 
tual policies. 

Jindal posed the problem in a 
way that would, I believe, have 
been unthinkable for a leading 
Republican even a year ago. 
“We must not,” he declared, “be 
the party that simply protects 
the well off so they can keep 
their toys. We have to be the 
party that shows all Americans 
how they can thrive.” After a 
campaign in which Mitt Romney 
denounced any attempt to talk 
about class divisions as an “at¬ 
tack on success,” this represents 
a major rhetorical shift. 

But Jindal didn’t offer any sug¬ 
gestions about how Republicans 
might demonstrate that they 
aren’t just about letting the rich 
keep their toys, other than claim¬ 
ing even more loudly that their 
policies are good for everyone. 
Meanwhile, back in Louisiana, 
Jindal is pushing a plan to elimi¬ 
nate the state’s income tax, 
which falls most heavily on the 
affluent, and make up for the lost 
revenue by raising sales taxes, 
which fall much more heavily on 
the poor and the middle class. 
The result would be big gains for 
the top 1 percent, substantial 
losses for the bottom 60 percent. 
Similar plans are being pushed 
by a number of other Republican 
governors as well. 

Like the new acknowledgment 
that the perception of being the 
party of the rich is a problem, 


this represents a departure for 
the GOP - but in the opposite 
direction. In the past, Repub¬ 
licans would justify tax cuts for 
the rich either by claiming that 
they would pay for themselves 
or by claiming that they could 
make up for lost revenue by 
cutting wasteful spending. But 
what we’re seeing now is open, 
explicit reverse Robin Hoodism: 
taking from ordinary families and 
giving to the rich. That is, even 
as Republicans look for a way 
to sound more sympathetic and 
less extreme, their actual policies 
are taking another sharp right 
turn. 

Why is this happening? In par¬ 
ticular, why is it happening now, 
just after an election in which the 
GOP paid a price for its anti-pop¬ 
ulist stand? 

Well, I don’t have a full answer, 
but I think it’s important to under¬ 
stand the extent to which leading 
Republicans live in an intellectual 
bubble. They get their news from 
Fox and other captive media, 
they get their policy analysis from 
billionaire-financed right-wing 
think tanks, and they’re often 
blissfully unaware both of con¬ 
trary evidence and of how their 
positions sound to outsiders. 

So when Romney made his in¬ 
famous “47 percent” remarks, 
he wasn’t, in his own mind, say¬ 
ing anything outrageous or even 
controversial. He was just repeat¬ 
ing a view that has become in¬ 
creasingly dominant inside the 
right-wing bubble, namely that 
a large and ever-growing pro¬ 
portion of Americans won’t take 
responsibility for their own lives 
and are mooching off the hard¬ 
working wealthy. Rising unem¬ 
ployment claims demonstrate 
laziness, not lack of jobs; rising 
disability claims represent malin¬ 
gering, not the real health prob¬ 
lems of an aging workforce. 

And given that worldview, Re¬ 
publicans see it as entirely ap¬ 
propriate to cut taxes on the rich 
while making everyone else pay 
more. 

Now, national politicians learned 
last year that this kind of talk 
plays badly with the public, so 
they’re trying to obscure their po¬ 
sitions. Paul Ryan, for example, 
has lately made a transparently 
dishonest attempt to claim that 
when he spoke about “takers” 
living off the efforts of the “mak¬ 
ers” - at one point he assigned 
60 percent of Americans to the 
taker category - he wasn’t talk¬ 
ing about people receiving So¬ 
cial Security and Medicare. (He 
was.) 

But in deep red states like Louisi¬ 
ana or Kansas, Republicans are 
much freer to act on their beliefs 
- which means moving strongly 
to comfort the comfortable while 
afflicting the afflicted. 

Which brings me back to Jindal, 
who declared in his speech that 
“we are a populist party.” No, 
you aren’t. You’re a party that 
holds a large proportion of Amer¬ 
icans in contempt. And the pub¬ 
lic may have figured that outQ

Technically, there is no 
reason one could not 
make Super Bowl food at 
other times during the year. 
A Buffalo wing without the 
pigskin flying would taste 
just as spicy. 

Somehow that would seem 
wrong, though, like baking 
a pumpkin pie in July. There 
is a time and a place for all 
culinary delighfs, and if is 
up to the cook to seize the 
moment. 

Thus, I offer a recipe for 
nachos. 

But these aren’t just any 
nachos. These are topped 
with a mountain of soft, 
spicy, chili-braised short ribs; 
valleys of molten cheese; 
hillocks of guacamole; 
rivers of salsa; and creamy 
pools of sour cream. They 
are as over-the-fop as fhe 
halffime show. 

The shorf ribs make this dish 
substantial enough to be 
a main course for a small 
group, a meal that football 
watchers can eat with their 
hands without taking their 
eyes off the ball. 

I’ve been making short rib 
chili for years, ever since 
I first tasted a version my 
friend Nick makes. This is the 
first time I’ve ever heaped 
it on a tray of nachos, and 
if won’t be the last. 

Short rib chili is heartier and 
beefier than chili made 
with ground meat and 
beans, and this one has a 
deep flavor imbued wifh 
spices and fomafoes. And 
the bones add marrow 
to the sauce, making it 
especially velvety and rich 
even after you skim the fat 
off the top. 

Nick's chili recipe is 
elaborate, calling for both 
fresh and dried whole chile 
peppers. I streamlined it by 
substituting a combination 
of jalapenos or serranos 
and good qualify chile 
powder. And by good 
quality I mean chile powder 
spelled with an “e,” ground 
from pure dried chilies, 
without the dehydrated 
garlic and dried oregano 
you sometimes find in 
supermarket chili powders. 

I usually use New Mexico 
chili powder, which is well 


balanced and just fiery 
enough. 

If you skipped the chips 
and guacamole and salsa 
and cream and served the 
chili all by itself, it would still 
taste terrific. But it’s nachos 
for the win. 

SHORT RIB CHILI NACHOS 

Time: 3 hours 
Yield: 8 to 12 servings 

4 pounds bone-in beef 
short ribs, patted dry 

5 teaspoons coarse kosher 
salt, more to taste 

1 1/2 teaspoons black 
pepper 

5 garlic cloves, smashed 
and peeled 

2 jalapeno or serrano 

peppers, halved 

lengthwise, seeded if 
desired 

1 onion, peeled and 
quartered lengthwise 

1 (28-ounce) can chopped 
tomatoes 

1/2 cup coarsely chopped 
cilantro stems, and 1/4 
cup chopped Ieaves2 
teaspoons dried oregano 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1 to 2 tablespoons chili 
powder, to taste 

2 teaspoons ground cumin 
2 teaspoons ground 
coriander 

1 tablespoon tomato paste 
1 (12-ounce) bottle 

Mexican lager, like Negra 
Modelo 


1 (13-ounce) package 
corn tortilla chips 
8 ounces white Cheddar 
cheese, grated (2 cups) 

4 avocados, peeled, pitted 

and diced 

Juice of 1 lime 

1 1/2 cups store-boughf 

fresh salsa, preferably salsa 

verde 

1 cup Mexican cream or 

sour cream 

Hof sauce, optional 

1. Heat oven to 325 
degrees. Season short ribs 
with 3 teaspoons salt and 
the black pepper. Let rest 
while you prepare sauce. 

2. Place a large, dry Dutch 
oven over high heat. Add 


garlic, peppers and onion 
to the dry pan. Cook, 
turning occasionally, until 
lightly charred all over, 
about 10 minutes. 

3. Transfer garlic, peppers 
and onion to a blender. 
Add tomatoes with juice, 
cilantro stems, oregano 
and 1 teaspoon salt. Puree 
until smooth. 

4. Return Dutch oven to 
medium-high heat. Add 
olive oil. Sear short ribs in 
batches, until well browned 
all over, about 20 minutes. 
Transfer browned ribs to a 
bowl. 

5. Stir chili powder, cumin 
and coriander into pot and 


cook until fragrant, about 
30 seconds. Stir in tomato 
paste and cook until it 
begins to caramelize, 1 to 
2 minutes. Stir in tomato- 
pepper puree and beer 
and bring to a simmer. 
Return short ribs to pot, 
cover and transfer to oven. 
Bake for 1 1/2 hours, fhen 
uncover pof, give meaf a 
sfir, and confinue baking 
until ribs are fork tender 
and falling off bone, 30 fo 
45 minutes longer, for a 
fotal cooking fime of 2 fo 
2 1/4 hours. (If you have 
fime, lef shorf ribs mixture 
cool, refrigerate overnight, 
then remove fat before 
proceeding.) 

6. Once ribs are cool 
enough to handle, remove 
from pot, reserving sauce. 
Shred meat and discard 
bones and gristle. If sauce 
seems thin, simmer on stove 
until it thickens enough to 
coat a wooden spoon. 
Return meat to pot. 

7. Heat broiler. Spread 
tortilla chips on a rimmed 
baking sheet. Top evenly 
with meat and sauce. 
Sprinkle cheese over the 
top. Broil until hot and 
cheese is melted, 1 to 2 
minutes. 

8. In a small bowl, mash 
together avocados, lime 
juice and 1 teaspoon salt, 
or to taste. 

9. Dollop avocado, salsa 
and sour cream over hot 
nachos and drizzle with hot 
sauce if desired. Scatter 
the chopped cilantro 
leaves over top.Q
